Just three minutes off record- 
breaking pace, Canadians Serge 
Corbin and Solomon Carriere outpaced 
a field of forty-five canoes to win the 
46th Weycrhacuser AuSable River 
Marathon. The pair finished the 120 
mile, 50,000 continuous paddle-stroke 
course in 14 hours, 23 minutes, 3 
seconds, the third fastest time in race 
history. 

The record time of 14:20 was set by 
Corbin and Grayling resident Brett 
Stockton in 1988. 

Both Corbin and Carriere are former 
winners, Corbin has won the race 
eight times, this is the second win for 
Carriere, The winners splitthe $5,000 
winners purse. 

This race was one of the closest on 
record. The second place team of Bill 
Torongo of Roscommon, and Jeff 
Kolka of Grayling, led through most 
of the race. Leading from the start, 
Torongo and Kolka built over a three 
minute lead in the upper stretches of 
the river and held on to it until nearly 
11 hours into the race. In the process 
they broke several point-to-point 
records. Bonuses of $100 are awarded 
for point-to-point records, another 
$100 is awarded to the first team 
crossing each point, A total of $2,800 
in bonus money can be eamed in this 
way. Torongo and Kolka won mostof 
that incentive, which is supplied by 
the Pepsi Cola Company. “We knew 
we were going fast,” said Torongo. 
“But, we didn’t know we were setting 
records until about four hours into the 
race.” 

When Torongo and Kolka crossed 
Loud Dam their lead had been reduced 
to just 26 seconds over Corbin and 

Carriere. Ths,.third..place ieam of 
Tony Short of Prescott and Scott 
McKenzie of Mt. Pleasant, who had 
kept pace with the winners, were left 
behind. 

Corbin and Carriere reached Five 
Channels Dam four seconds ahead of 
Torongo and Kolka, but when Carriere 
fell into the water geuing out of his 
canoe, Torongo aml Kolka raced over 
the hill and into the lead again. The 
two teams battled, side-by-side, over 
Cook and Foote Dams. Inthe last hour 
Corbin and Carriere poured it on to 
cross the finish line one minute fifty- 
seconds ahead of the local favorites. 
Torongo and Kolka split $3,506 for 
their second place finish.

Lawmakers slash $6 billion from property taxes, now 
must find alternative funding for state schools

“Holy Mackcral! What are they 
doing?” That was the initial reaction 
by Kent Reynolds, Superintendent of 
the Crawford AuSable School District 
to the property tax cuts recently 
approved in Lansing that would slash 
state school appropriations. 

A press release from the office of 
State Representative Alien Lowe, (R- 
105th District), said, “A $6 billion 
property tax cut approved on July 21 
by the Michigan House of 
Representatives will case the burden 
for beleaguéred taxpayers while 
bolstering the economy,” said Rep. 
Allcn Lowe, of Grayling. 


Lowe said the historic move comes 
after 20 years of struggle to enact 
meaningful reform. 

“Thisis thenews Michigan residents 
have been waiting tohcar,” Lowe said. 
“After two decades of frustration 
property tax relief is a reality.” 

Under the measure, all property 
woukl be exempt from millage levied 
for operating focal and intermediate 


school districts. Property taxes would 
remain intact as a revenue source for 
local government operations and for 
debt retirement by all local units, 
including school districts and 
intermediate districts, The tax would 
continue to be assessed at SO percent 
of true property value. 


Lowe said changing the way schools 
are funded will prompt a dramatic 
restructuring of Michigan’s 
educational system. 

“The status quo is unacceptable,” 
Lowe said. “Itis time to start fresh and 
completely rebuild our schools.” 

Reynolds said, “They now have the 
opportunity to develop, from scratch, 
a fair and equitable process for funding 
schools. Howcan they design anything 
worse than what we currently have?” 

The legislation includes a lag year 
for implementing new assessments. 
Property taxes levied in 1994 would 
be based on valuations established 
December 31, 1992. Valuations 
established December 31, 1993, would 
not be effective until 1995 tax levies. 


State Senator John Pridnia (R- 
Hubbard Lake) said of the measure, 
“This is truly a landmark day for 
Michigan and all of its citizens. Now 
Michigan residents can look forward 
to significant property tax savings and 
a reformed and improved educational 
system.” 

The measure had previously passed 
the Senate and is now waiting to be. 
signed into law by Governor Engler. 

The proposal will go into effect in 
1994 giving lawmakers one year to 
develop an altemative school funding 
plan. Lawmakers are expected to push 
for a series of reforms designed to 
improve quality in school, give parents 
more educational choices and control 
spending at the focal schoo! district 
level. 


Pridnia cautioned that lawmakers 
will not likely support a dollar-for- 
dollar tax shift and will instcad focus 
on a substantial tax cut to create jobs, 
improve Michigan’s business climate 
and allow taxpayers to save and spend 
more of the money they carn. 


While massive property tax relief 
will be good news to property 
taxpayers, many cducators are 
concemed with how the legislature 
plans to replace $6 billion dolfars in 
educational cuts, 

“That's 90% of our budget,” said 
Reynolds. “But if they’re determined 
to be fair, then if any segment of the 
state is going to come out better in 
school funding, it will be low spending 
districts like ours.” 


“It would be nice to get that much 
money from state budget cuts, but 
there justaren’t enough places to cut,” 
said Lowe. “We're going tohave to go 
to another form of taxation, We're 
hoping to have something in place by 
December of this year. We want to 
give the schools time to get their 
budgets in order,” 

Reynolds stated, “J think there will 
beacombination tax increase including 
a Statewide property tax, an extended 
Sales tax, and a small income tax hike. 
There will probably also be the option 
for local districts to allow their voters 
to increase local collections.” 


Minutes after finishing the race 
Torongo said, “We knew it would bea 
hard race. Our strategy was to break 
away, make Serge and Solomon race 
to catch up, but they stayed in sight of 
us. Serge is such a good tactician. 
They just outpaddied us, They’re two 
excellent paddlers.” Torongo has been 
one of the top racers in North America 
for several years, but has yet to win his 
first Marathon. “Not winning the 
Marathon is a monkey on fiy back, 
We have the greatest fans there ever 
were, and we owe them several years 
of wins.” 

Corbin of Shawinigan, Quebec, is 
widely considered to be the top canoe 
racing sprinter in North America and 
has established a long and impressive 
list of victories over the last 15 years. 
Besides holding the all-time Marathon 
record, Corbin was a member of last 
year’s “triple crown” of canoe racing. 


He and Carriere have won the first two 
legs of this year’s triple crown, the 
General Clinton Regatta, in New York, 
and the AuSable Marathon. They are 
the clear favorites to win the third leg 
of the triple crown, Le Classique de 
Canots, to be held later this summer in 
Quebec. 

At the conclusion of the Marathon, 
Corbin told the media, “We were 
surprised at Torongo and Kolka at the 
start, Solomon and I haven't naddled 
together since the General Clinton so 
we don’t know the river well enough 
to lead through the dark. We have to 
stay back and follow.” 

“It’s pretty tough to beat Serge and 
Solomon,” said 4th place finisher Greg 
Barton, ‘“They’re the best team in the 
world today.” Barton of Homer, and 
partner Tim Tribold of Marinette, 
Wisconsin, finished the race nine

Marsack faces accusers in Barr murder 


Richard Peter Marsack was to begin 
Tuesday at 1 p.m. in the Crawford 
County District courtroom. Marsack 
chose to waive hisrighttoapreliminary 
examination within the twelve day 
timespan that, by law, he is cntitled to, 
Theexam was adjourned to reconvene 
on Thursday, September 2, 1993. 

Marsack has been accused of the 
murder of Terry Barr (53), of Grayling, 
onJuly 13. In Michigan, murder in tae 
first degree carries a mandatory 
sentence of life imprisonment. 

The preliminary exam serves two 
purposes: to prove that a criminal 
offense has been committed and to 
show probabie cause (through the 
presentation of criminal evidence and 
exhibits) that the syspect being held 
committed the crime. ; 

Prosecuting Attorney John Huss 
began his presentation of sworn 
testimony of the 15-20 people, 
including private citizens, sheriff 
deputies, crime lab experts, Michigan 
State Police detectives, DNR 
employees, and one forensic 
pathologist, who wil! makc his case. 


The defense attorney, Richard. 
Zipser, will have an opportunity to. 
cross examine all of the witnesses and 
present evidence and witnesses of his 
own on behalf of Marsack. Marsack 
had the opportunity, before the 
preliminary examination, to dismiss 
William Carey, who was appointed by 
the court at the time of arrest, and hire- 
an attorney of his choice. He chose to 
hire Zipser, of Bloomfield Hills. 

District Court Judge Francis Walsh: 
will determine if the evidence 
presented is sufficient tohave Marsack 
bound over to Circuit Court for trial by 
a jury of his peers, 


If Judge Walsh rales that probable, 


cause has not been shown by the 
prosecution, he has the authority to. 
dismiss the case, at which: time

county jail, Walsh could also rule that 
Marsack be bound over to Circuit Court 
to be tried on a lesser charge.

questions killer's use of .22

We have lived in this neighborhood 
for three years and have always let our 
cats roam. Never did we get a 
complaint from any neighbors or 
contact with DNR officials about our 
cats. Apparently, some people are 
unaware of the bond between people 
amd their pets. 

Aside from the fact that our cat was 
shot is the real concern of this letter: 
that she was shot with a .22 caliber 
rifle. Why not use a BB gun, pellet 
gun, or some type of scattershot shell 
—— any of which would chase the cat 
from the yard? 

Secondly, is it legal to fire a .22 
caliber weapon in a neighborhood with 
residences, in many cases, closer than 
450 feet? Some people have told us it 


is illegal to fire a .22 if there is another 
residence within 450 feet. Others have 
said it is only illegal if the people who 
live within the 450 feet area complain. 

Whether legal or not, the range of a 
.22 caliber rifle is well beyond 450 
feet. Maybe the next time someone 
decides to shoot at a nuisance, they 
will consider what could happen if the

Question: If a child’s 
playground is structurally safe 
aud well-maintained, what other 
suggestions do you have toprevent 
injuries? 


Answer: Children need rules and 
guidelines when it comes to 
playground activities justasthey do 
when playing indoors. They need 
tounderstand thatall play equipment 
is not suitable for all ages. 
According to Parents Magazine, 
older chien tke a Challiciage ii 
the play area where they can take 
some risks but have the environment 


be secure. Toddlers need a place that 
is predominantly safe where they can 
explore with minimal risk. 

Even if the playground is well- 
maifilained and supervised, check the 
area for garbage remaining from 
previous users. Animal droppings, 
broken boitles and trash can appear 
overnight in an otherwise safe 
environment. 

Cover the following ground rules 
and precautions with your children: 

*No hooded sweatshirts, tie strings, 
loose shoe laces or loose-weave 
sweaters which can get caught on 
equipment and cause a serious injury. 

*Always use the ladder to climb a 
slide and hold on to the side rails. 
Don’t slide down until slide is clear. 
Only one person should be climbing 
up slide ladder at a time to prevent 
pushing on the top platform. 

“Nu running, pusting ur shoving 
while near playground equipment. 
Especially watch younger children 


who might wander in front of a 
swing. Don’t climb swing chains 
and only one person to a swing, 
unless it’s a tire swing. Noj Jumping 
of moving Swings, or oiher high 
surfaces, 

*Make sure toddlers don’t put 
mouths on railings made of pressure 
treated wood, which contains an 
arsenic compound. Insist that kids 
wash hands or use moist towelettes 
after playing and before cating if 
play equipmentis this type of wood, 

“Expect minor injuries, even if all 
precautions are followed. Skinned 
knees and bruises are common, as 
well as splinters, since children 
climb using their whole bodies. 
What your precautions and rules 
should avoid are serious fractures 
and head injuries. 

Hopefully, setting somerules and 
regulations should increase your 
children’s fun and decrease the 
potential for injury.
